HAVE COME that may have life, and that may have more abundantly.” Such 
was Christ’s message the world stained with the blackest idolatry.

His words, His voice, His magnetic personality, drew all mankind Him; twelve 
ignorant fishermen gave all with Him, knowing the while that their Master “had 
not even stone which lay His head.” crowded around Him, followed 
Him from place place, forgetful home, loved ones, even food. 

Though Divine, Christ was also human, and man suffered the ‘pangs and the 
trials human nature. understood the people who crowded around him. was con- 
siderate their needs, and even worked miracles feed them. walked through 
the fields golden grain, would illustrate His teachings parables. the farmer 
told the story, man went out sow his seed”; the rich and haughty spoke 
“The Pharisee and the Publican.” His teachings were ever full pictures drawn from 
nature, incidents everyday life, such the story the “Good Samaritan,” and that 
the “Prodigal Son.” 

Christ’s teachings were full wisdom—every word was material for thought. All listened 
Him, and His manner was convincing, His truths clearly stated that even the 
most uneducated could comprehend them. The truth His words was enforced the per- 
fection His life. His teachings were earnest and full sympathy. did not hold Him- 
self aloof from His hearers, but walked with them, talked with them and ate with them; 
thus becoming one them. was after all, the eyes the people, only the son 
humble carpenter. How had acquired all His learning amazed even the Doctors the 
Law; they did not know, but when the waters Baptism washed their souls spotless 
the lily the field, they realized that Christ was more than man—He 

Thus see that Christ was the greatest Teacher the world has ever known. Scientific 
men may the limit trying dethrone Him, human genius, popular prejudice, and 
suspicion may drawn against Him. Humanly speaking, was only Nazarene, 
whose whole life, Scripture tells us, was spent preaching, teaching, and doing good all; 
_yet His teachings and His divine example have left impressions that can never blotted 
from the heart men.

for the humorist the moment, whoever may 
be, holds high place the imaginations readers, 
and most them firmly believe that imitate him 
witty. consequence, the careless phrase, 
“Threw her out the window” likely picked 
and employed thousands, some whom un- 
doubtedly are familiar with correct usage, but most 
whom would not know preposition from hole 
the ground. Pretty soon the youngsters the 
staffs newspapers will putting “Threw her out 
the window” into print their own account, and 
will become widely established usage, and very 
hard correct. 

“English and Newspaper English” was the title 
sarcastic essay Richard Grant White, who 
will remembered for his efforts stem the de- 
terioration language exhibited the American 
daily press half century ago. There was war- 
tant the time for the caustic criticism embodied 
this caption, but would rash affirm that 
conditions have improved. Many the solecisms 
which exposed were laughed out existence, but 
quite many new ones have arisen their place. 
Young people desirous acquiring correct English 
will find their safest models not the daily papers, 
but books standard authors. Yet newspapers 
are not ignored. They keep their readers 
touch with the age. get from newspaper the 
best has give, one must learn exercise good 
judgment. Carried under competent instructors, 
the reading newspapers has been known pro- 
duce valuable results the English departments 
graded schools. 


INCREASE EDUCATION.—While influen- 
tial agencies are now work for the purpose 
inducing the rising generation avail itself op- 
portunities for higher education, interesting 
know that for some time past there has been 
tendency the part constantly increasing 
number young Americans take that course 
without being especially urged. 


Statistics collected the government Bureau 
Education show that the years from 1890 1924 
registration approximately one thousand colleges, 
universities and professional schools the United 
States increased nearly six times rapidly pop- 
ulation, the number students these institu- 
tions rising from 162,000 664,000, growth 450 
per cent. During the same period the enrollment 
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secondary schools increased nearly twelve times 
fast the population. 

These statistics give force propaganda 
favor higher education, which based the 
argument that has become necessity the time. 
Once there was little call for learning outside the 
“learned professions”. Today practically indis- 
pensable for success the ordinary business life. 
Educated intelligence has become factor the 
competition for employment. man who looking 
for help his business naturally wants the most 
competent help possible secure. 


SCHOOL VENTILATION.—For long time 
has been conceded that school ventilating systems 
general have been seriously defective two re- 
spects—that they cost too much, and that they are 
inefficient. There are exceptions, course, but this 
has been the general condition. Professor Winslow, 
Yale University, who president the Amer- 
ican Public Health Association, has given close at- 
tention the subject for long time, and his con- 
clusions are certain command respectful atten- 
tion. 

declares that present methods rule waste 
many millions dollars—that the cost their 
installation far greater than should be, and 
the outlay for their upkeep, and that spite 
their cost they fail give satisfactory results. 
Teachers and children are their victims, suffering 
from colds and other diseases which are directly 
indirectly traceable imperfect ventilation. With 
better ventilation school buildings, which en- 
tirely feasible, there would fewer colds, less ane- 
mia, not many teachers and children complaining 
being chronically tired out. 

Professor Winslow has studied the conditions 
school room ventilation, and suggests remedy 
which simple and the same time inexpensive. 
proposes system exhaust ducts located 
the inside walls, radiators under the windows and 
deflectors the windows. this arrangement the 
fresh air would heated the radiators 
comes into the room, while the foul air would out 
through the exhaust ducts, and the occupants the 
room would protected from exposure drafts. 
Fans direct the foul air through the exhaust ducts 
are essential, but the cost installing and running 
them would comparatively small. Without them, 
especially cold weather, Professor Winslow af- 
firms, the removal foul air and the avoidance 
drafts cannot ensured. 

would remarkable engineers and archi- 
tects and janitors, who, time out mind, innu- 
merable instances, have posed final authorities 
the subject, but who rarely have been agreement, 
should accept the dictum Professor Winslow 
without controversy, and retire from the field.

THE EUCHARISTIC CONGRESS.—Not material but 
spiritual significance measures the true glory the 
Church; yet widely and long and deservedly will the 
Eucharistic Congress Chicago June this year 
remembered for the impressive demonstration af- 
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forded the vitality religious faith and its influence 
the affairs men. Noteworthy from scholastic stand- 
point was the portion the programme devoted especially 
education. When, the morning, the Mass was cele- 
brated Soldiers’ Field, congregation fully two hun- 
dred thousand worshipers occupied the stadium, forming 
spectacle hardly less inspiring than that the thirty 
thousand students from Catholic high schools who poured 
forth their voices sacred song. Marvelously beautiful 
and uplifting was the burst melodious sound when the 
mammoth choir sang “The Nation’s Consecration”, which 
had been designated the official hymn the Congress. 
Incommunicably picturesque were the color effects 
the spectacle, the newspaper reporters struggled de- 
scribe them, none, course omitting notice the Stars 
and Stripes waving high air, outlined against the blue 
sky above, the variously colored banners the students’ 
respective institutions, enhancing the glowing brightness 
the whole. 


Education Day was only one feature varied pro- 
gramme, the incidents which, fully reported the press, 
were made familiar the public all over the land day 
day the great event proceeded. the ceremony 
whole, Protestant divine and educator, the Rev. 
Davis, D.D., President the Chicago Theological Sem- 
inary, writing elaborate account for Eastern secular 
periodical wide circulation, observes: 

“Every resource was drawn upon the full order 
make the Congress the most splendid event possible. Noth- 


ever has been seen America that could surpass the 


result. color, symbolism, stately march, the 
timing events, dramatic effects realized great 
groups acting concert, dwarfed any civic ceremony 
that ever had been seen the hundreds thousands 
spectators. One was swept off his feet the overwhelm- 
ing effect procession, song, and stately ritual which was 
charged with the deepest and most sacred symbolism.” 


The same writer, remarking upon “the masterful leader- 
ship the Congress”. concedes that “the greater clergy 
were men strength. The Legate, Cardinal Bonzano, 
was well chosen. Cardinal Mundelein one the out- 
standing ecclesiastical statesmen any church. The young 
seminarians were vigorous and promising Americans.” 

the estimation this non-Catholic spectator, “the 
most thrilling and dramatic all the services, excepting, 
perhaps, the final procession Mundelein”, was that 
Tuesday evening Soldiers’ Field, when men the num- 
ber one hundred and fifty thousand took the Holy Name 
pledge, followed the lighting one hundred and fifty 
thousand candles, each carried member the mighty 
assembly. For the information his Protestant readers 
explains: 


“The pledge the Holy Name Society, which there 
are round numbers three million members, fol- 
lows: 


pledge loyalty flag and country and 
the God-given principles freedom, justice, and happi- 
ness for which stands. pledge support all law- 
ful authority, both civil and religious. dedicate 
manhood the honor the sacred name Jesus Christ 
and beg that will keep faithful these pledges un- 
til death.’ 


This pledge was read Bishop Hoban, Chicago, 
and the response was made the vast throng men 
with clear tones. all who heard the significance 
such dedication was thrilling.” 

Space remains for only one more extract from this in- 
telligently appreciative non-Catholic’s remarks: 

“The Congress moved level quite beyond suspicion 
reproach its political purpose influence. Doubt- 
less sinister interpretation might unearthed eager 
member the Klux Klan, which state mind 
quite much organization. Such suspicions will 
difficult confirm the mind one who fair and 
generous. Certain.impressions remain vividly the mind 
Protestant writer. The first that the age-long doctrines and 
ritual the Roman Catholic Church. contrast with the divisions and 
the incoherence much our Protestant faith and practice appeared 
the unity and the power the old Church.”

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Reflections the Diocesan High School 
Movement

larger centers of.Catholic population this 

country are just now interested one chief 
educational question, namely the diocesan high 
school. This interest has with the gathering 
funds, the production buildings, the equipment 
them and the enrollment the largest possible 
number children. the field elementary 
education, the urging the desire guard the 
morals and hand down the traditions our holy 
faith. 

The diocesan high school does not mean the pas- 
sing the parish high school entirely the 
community academy. Their history has been long 
and revered, and most Catholics who have come into 
power have made their way the front through the 
education imparted the parish and the community 
secondary But their facilities are not great 
enough handle the demands the Catholic youth 
our hour for advanced training under Catholic 
auspices. Hence Bishops, attachment their 
oath office, have grown busy with the work 
locating here and there their dioceses second- 
ary school erected and maintained from diocesan 
source. 

Those our readers whose concern turns about 
the diocesan high school will welcome comments 
the movement from diocese which opens five dio- 
cesan high schools this These remarks will 
make their best impression set forth under five 
headings: (1) the problem the sexes; (2) the 
problem the staff; (3) the problem building 
planning; (4) the problem adequate 
(5) the problem sane financing. 


The Problem the Sexes 


The equality the sexes has been tenet the 
Catholic Church from her birthday. factor 
the world’s history contributed much the pres- 
ent appreciation the equal rights man and 
woman did the faith which our proud heritage. 
From early times the Catholic religion held that 
both man and woman came from God, that both 
have been endowed with the gifts that make for 
the free adherence the Commandments God 
and that both are being guided the hand 
Providence along the ways short span earthly 
years destiny which eternal. 

line with this doctrine the Church consistently 
welcomes into her schools both the males and the 
females. Now that diocesan high schools are com- 
ing into power, the Bishops must alert the 
provision secondary training for both the boys 
and, the girls. Any other policy would out 
keeping with the traditions the Church and the 
requirements the age. 

Educators general have been toying for years 
with the problem the sexes. Some want high 
schools wherein the sexes meet the same class- 
rooms and the same playground. Others fear 
this intermingling boys and girls, especially 
the age untrained maturity, and advocate the 
high school sex-segregation. Catholic educators 


are likewise undivided the point. They witness 
the refinement the boys the contact with the 
girls and have the pleasure noting the develop- 
ment better firmness the part the girls 
because the presence the boys. This point 
view has been worked out the organization 
high schools wherein the sexes are together, al- 
though the rules the religious orders have done 
more than anything else bring pass the gen- 
eral condition separate high schools for boys 
and girls. 

Neighborhood conditions often lead Bishop into 
the decision the sex-side high school construc- 
tion. The Catholic instinct appears require dif- 
ferent locations for the boys and the girls. There 
are many reasons for this conservative stand. Yet 
smaller districts into which Catholic high schools 
generation two will push, the better plan, 
least the start, calls for the joint-sex high school. 


The Problem the Staff 


The Catholic high schools, needless say, call 
for staffing with Catholic teachers. The people 
understand this mean staffing with religious in- 
structors. Sisters are accustomed handle the girls 
and the Brothers are the natural preceptors the 
boys. But with elementary schools rising rapidly 
upon foundation year after year, the drain upon the 
religious communities already heavy. The high 
school signifies the drafting more teachers. Vo- 
cations are just now lingering behind the demand, 
but under God they will measure our needs. 

Some Bishops have taken large view the 
situation. They have set partial moratorium upon 
elementary school building-for the present and have 
invited new communities into the diocese meet 
the needs such lower schools are permitted 
throw back their doors. Moreover diocesan in- 
terest has been taken second the efforts the 
religious orders recruit sufficient subjects ac- 
cede the requirements the Church authorities. 
This new condition most dioceses wherein 
the gathering the laborers for the harvest has 
been the sweet task few zealous priests and 
the religious communities themselves. 

matter regret that the appreciation the 
teaching office the Church has been given 
narrow general interpretation the ranks the 
clergy. Just the present Pontiff has called the 
priesthood back the ancient view that ordination 
means the summoning young men the service 
the faith, wherever such service may needed, 
Bishops are reminding the newly-ordained that 
the work the classroom, especially the diocesan 
high school, real mission field, wherein the same 
measure good work may accomplished 
the confessional the pulpit. re-enforce this 
viewpoint cannot withhold our warmest praises 
from the dioceses that encourage the giving real, 
serious pedagogical courses the deacons for the 
year prior their ordination. Such places will find 
the love education welling the breasts 
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the young men who, just wet with the oil ordina- 
tion, will delighted with assignment the 
diocesan high school. will take other years 
wipe out that desire for early promotion 
pastorate and away from school work which 
dominant our day. 

The lay Catholic teacher should also associ- 
ated with the diocesan school. course certain 
lines activity the high school will always 
committed the lay. But the extent our finan- 
cial ability should have lay instructors the 
Catholic secondary institutes because these men 
and women are willing serve large mone- 
tary sacrifice and because hardship them 
keep Catholic secondary education monopoly 
for the communities. Rivalry will also enter 
the general cause much good. The standing lay 
people the estimation the American public 
more weighty the field education than the 
standing the cleric the religious. And such 
standing, made heavier because personal employ- 
ment within the walls Catholic high school, 
will always available when the attacks which 
will not down are leveled against our so-called op- 
position system education. 


The Problem Building Planning 

There are features building planning which be- 
long every right the architect. Any interfer- 
ence therewith imprudent. But the school the 
workshop teachers and their advice should 
sought before the final building plans are approved. 
fact, the better scheme invite the considera- 
tion every step the planning corps re- 
ligious teachers representatives the communities 
that are have part the staffing the finished 
structure. this connection, well note that 
prophet without honor his own country, and 
that very erroneous view runs the rounds many 
dioceses that public school teachers and principals 
instead our own should invited into the coun- 
cils that convene pass upon the plans projected 
Catholic high schools. 

The hour long since passed when the needs 
well-planned high school are sole possession the 
few. Every educator who has been charged with 
the supervision modern high school knows 
them. Organizations like the State Department 
Education New York State have taken from the 
press brochures descriptive what good high 
school requires point working rooms. Besides 
well-sized and not over-sized classrooms with suffi- 
cient ceiling height, the high school should have 
adequate laboratory space with the corresponding 
preparation rooms, well-placed drawing room and 
music hall, library that has simplicity but taste 
attached it, spacious gymnasium with outdoor 
facilities for exercise, and finally large auditorium 
where the student-body may assembled for the 
giving forth regulations and for the begetting 
school spirit. The older people have not learned 
the usefulness simple cafeteria, but every edu- 
cator sees the need keeping the children the 
grounds for the noon-recess afternoon-tardiness 
held down and over-eating avoided the 
benefit the studies. 

The blackboarding school roms matter 
peculiarly belonging teachers that architect 
needs only possessed elemental com- 
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mon sense look such for his directions. The 
front and the right-side blackboards should unin- 
terrupted. pedagogically wrong place ward- 
robes vent-flues either place. The tools the 
ordinary classroom include the blackboards among 
the most necessary items. Where the blackboards 
are insufficient areas else misplaced, the class- 
room loses just that measure efficiency. 


The Problem Adequate Equipment 


The laboratories should fitted out the 
teachers the sciences and nobody else. Cata- 
logues have been gotten out firms, but the ad- 
vice only suggestive. There sound policy 
underfurnishing these special rooms with the idea 
later filling them out that the product 
good business judgment and promises render 
better return satisfaction. Even the library 
should come from the builder with the room free 
shelving, that the librarian may build gradu- 
ally her stack space just her experienced judg- 
ment dictates the books themselves should grow 
numbers. Those who have gone through the work 
high school construction admire the patience 
slowly furnishing the special rooms from the de- 
veloping knowledge the teachers themselves 
rather than from the suggestions business houses 
that are well-intentioned but too abstractly ideal 
the plans they draw. 

The school desks are standardized our times. 
The day experiment this regard has gone. The 
firms repute the market have wares real 
pedagogical value offer, and under the healthy 
stress open competition will render 
figure that will fair all sides. The same holds 
true window-shades, gymnasium and library 
equipment. There monopoly these matters. 
Good material produced standard firms, and 
despite the fears over-anxious salesmen high 
school can safely equipped like any other set 
rooms. 

the advice many that the equipment 
the diocesan high school should the work the 
Superintendent’s office. His prudence would call 
experienced religious teachers into conference, lead- 
ing the formation sub-committees assigned 
handle one two phases the equipment work and 
directed visit other institutions similar standing 
both our own and the public school system. 
this way wide consultation had the ex- 
pense but little time and with the promise full 
satisfaction when the building made ready for 
opening. Needless say, the diocese saves the ar- 
chitect’s fees these matters, and better arrange- 
ment from the angle school working secured.

Now, that they have 
entered the garden their delights, why should 
teacher once build this fence hostility which 
must forever separate their sympathies! 

Teachers, with this class students before you, 
ready imbibe your knowledge, provided 
their liking, you have every opportunity send 
them the highway enviable delights, you 
only know how begin. You, too, must “hate 
grammar and composition, technicalities and con- 
and delve with them into the com- 
mon, ordinary trash that they select from the junk 
piles the book shelves and magazines stands 
found every little town. There are any num- 
ber printing presses used turn tons good 
white paper into literary junk. The market 
flooded with their productions. mother’s child 
determined the vicious dog, mother will 
with it, snatch quickly away from the bite 
the animal. the same way, teachers, with 
your students the trash pile that you may 
the means saving them from the poison thereof. 
they will, and better that they accom- 
panied wise and prudent guide whom they re- 
gard their “champion”. Quietly, tactfully and 
prudently show the harm lurking within the dec- 
orated covers. Permit the less harmful, not de- 
sirable ones chosen. 

Has the reading this book been any advan- 
tage you? Did leave you with single good 
What the message the author has for 
the public? there single character the book 
with whom you would like associate? Such are 
the questions that may asked the students 
after each one has read the book his choice. Now, 
the time for comparison, but the prudent teacher 
will have used sufficient discretion and diplomacy 
have placed the hands least one member 
the class worth-while author whose produc- 
tion popular and bound appeal students 
this advance years and education.

Books whose 
practical interpretation can enter into our own lives; 
books that have for message? Very soon will 
established this class taste for good reading. 
this can accomplished, advantage para- 
mount importance has been secured, and the teacher 
has done much for her class. 


Now, not think that you are wasting time. 
the contrary, you are using time the best advan- 
tage. Weare reading people. These boys and girls 
are going read now, they are going read al- 
ways, and you can succeed teaching them this 
great lesson, you will have done much for them, 
not only for the years that they will your class 
room, but for all the years that they are live, and 
your advice them they will give their chil- 
dren, and the good work done quietly and tact- 
fully you will live for the years. This would 
far better accomplishment than teaching them 
the technicalities and conventionalities writing; 
but these, too, you must teach, and can, provided 
you eliminate MUST from your vocabulary. Teach 
them love do; inspire them with desire 
know. was Plato- who said: would rather 
have the desire for knowledge than the gift 
knowledge.” Therefore, the pleasure must the 
desire. Inspire your children with desire for the 
acquisition knowledge, and knowledge will come. 


suggestion the method book analysis: 
Choose the most interesting chapter, the one that 
contains the inner message, the one that will give 
ample scope for the practical interpretation. Ask 
for oral composition, and this for the purpose 
securing pleasing delivery and correct expression. 
Let this oral composition followed written 
composition. The written composition should al- 
ways short. The content the entire chapter 
should expressed single paragraph. Omitting 
all details, emphasize the important points, teach- 
ing the students say much few words. How 
does the written composition look the board? 
the paragraph form correct? What about the cap- 
itals, the punctuation, the spelling, the expression 
the content, the sentence structure? illustration 
this kind will show the pupils how deficient they 
are technicalities and conventionalities, how 
weak sentence structure, how incapable giving 
force thought. Here they defeat themselves, and 
now within their very hearts will spring de- 
sire attack “Grammar and Composition”. Don’t 
tell them they don’t know anything, but suggest 
that “perhaps, we’d better have few lessons sen- 
tence structure, and see you have forgotten your 
rules punctuation, and also you seem have 
little trouble taking care your pronouns. 
believe, boys and girls, will good idea for 
take one day the week for review tech- 
nical Grammar, and we'll just choose the points 
which find ourselves weakest. this way 
soon able write piece good English 
giving our book analysis.” Some such tactful method 
this will appeal the students, and their desire 
learn will continue grow. After some practice 
this, they will able write, few para- 
graphs, the entire content the book. 

You should not pose TEACHER, but 
friendly guide exploring with them, and smoothing 
out all their difficulties. well for you re- 
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member that students this advance education 
and years, must “taught you taught them 
not.” 


Whatever the text book English assigned 
for the year, not regard infallible, nor yet 
imperative its pages must discussed. You 
will find many chapters whose best content found 
the enumeration the table contents. Select 
the topics that your students most need, and 
their needs not found the volume, then take 
the points from various authors the subject 
sought, whatever that may be. Have your class 
room several authorities the technicalities and 
conventionalities the language. When discussing 
certain point Grammar, have the research work 
done right there the class with open books, and 
with many authorities you can procure. Then 
give original matter that will bring into play the 
points issue. Have the students demonstrate 
these uses short written composition one 
paragraph, to.be placed the board for correction, 
necessary, and least for further explanation. 
Master one thing time, and after point has 
been mastered, hold the students responsible for 
ever afterwards. short time, much will ac- 
complished, and they will begin write with 
greater facility and with intelligence that will 
give birth desire for further productions. 
all the grammatical points and complete sentence 
structure cannot mastered the freshman year, 
why worry? There are other years coming, and with 
them comes the desire for further knowledge and 
investigation. soon you can show these 
students that all they have learn write 
sentence, their ambition aroused. course, 
they can write sentence, and understand its 
structure, they can write book, provided they have 
the information, but far expression language 
concerned, they are equipped. book made 
chapters; chapter, paragraphs; paragraph, 
sentences. From this follows that one para- 
graph sufficiently long for any composition. 
they can write paragraph, they can write chap- 
ter, information being supplied. faulty 
teacher demand long composition. dis- 
couraging pupils, and brings good results. 
one paragraph written the board, and cor- 
rections made that all can get intelligent 
grasp, then they may allowed write lengthy 
compositions will, and read them class for 
pleasure well for information, but not for cor- 
rections from the technical point, unless ex- 
press different words certain phrase sentence. 
you follow this method, you will find marked 
growth the language power your students. 
And, too, their power observation will in- 
creased. was Flaubert who explained Mau- 
passant that “each horse different from every 
other horse, and careful observer will detect the 
difference.” After having detected the difference, 
the writer’s problem select such specific words 
will graphically display the distinguishing qual- 
ities. These exercises will keep the minds the 
students concentrated the form expression 
used, and immediately there will reaction for 
better expression thought.

LTHOUGH failure often blessing dis- 
guise, was the case when Mendel failed 
pass his technical examinations, usually sad 
and, not infrequently, the first link long 
chain disasters ending discouragement and loss 
faith God. Failure is, then, evil com- 
bated, especially when found the young, who 
need atmosphere joy for spiritual growth 
well material sunshine for physical growth. Prob- 
ably one the greatest trials sympathetic 
teacher the sight children’s tears over unsatis- 
factory tasks, the annual rush stores and fac- 
tories youths and maidens who could not pass the 
college entrance examinations. order foretell 
many the failures that occur school life there 
need major prophet—a very minor one 
will when meager inherited endowment 
notable lack industry evidently proper cause 
such effect. consider cases this kind 
not our present purpose. are looking not for 
the obvious, but for the hidden cause unforeseen 
failure. Educators fain would know why some 
well-equipped, professionally-trained, 
working teachers have not produced the results one 
might expect from their efforts; and why many 
brilliant, diligent pupils are every year surpassed 
classmates inferior mentality. 

Before the dawn the twentieth century, the fre- 
quently missing link between effort and success 
the schools received scant notice beyond lamenting 
the supposedly impossible feat finding it. 
far find the North the South men 
thought. And they thought correctly. For the poles 
they looked the right direction, and found them; 
whereas for the educational “missing link” they 
looked the wrong direction, and found not. 
They looked down instead up. During the past 
two decades almost many the “cures for can- 
cer” have been the “links” suggested for connect- 
ing effort with success the classroom. Most 
the “links” were the form changes environ- 
ment, changes teacher-training, changes curri- 
culum, changes without end. Each however, 
connected usually, not with success, but with disas- 
ter—waste money, time, and energy; exhausted 
children, spoiled teachers. And why? Something 
was wanting—light. When students teachers sit 
down search for facts hidden learned volumes, 
they not sit down search the dark; they let 
the sun turn the electric light aid 
their bodily eyes. strange inconsistency, how- 
ever, they nothing for the mental eyes; hence 
they see but not understand. They not push 
the button prayer that floods the mind with the 
light the Holy Ghost. are not astonished 
that some well-meaning philosophers different 
periods time burned the midnight oil vain, 
reasoned circle, and made advance. pity 
them because they “knew not much whether 
there Holy Ghost”. Cardinal Manning 
says, “Some lights nature their reason received, 
but not the lights Pentecost.” What shall 
think the Catholic, the Christian, who every day 
says, believe the Holy Ghost?” these

Despite our desire defend our Catholic schol- 
ars, believe that Catholic educators have not al- 
ways availed themselves the splendid opportuni- 
ties for intellectual achievement afforded our 
heritage. know that there Holy Ghost, that 
the Teacher sent our Lord enlighten and 
sanctify, not only the Church general, but also 
each individual member that Church; know 
that without the Holy Ghost have under- 
standing that through seven admirable channels 
irrigates all the faculties the soul and makes 
bear precious moreover, labor unceasingly 
labor non sit cassus”! might have 
more scholars, more truth-conveying books, more 
well-solved problems good people availed them- 
selves the help the great Teacher, the hidden 
God who dwells within them.

HAKESPEARE world genius, circumscribed 

neither time nor place. period history 
can claim him the exponent its age. be- 
longs one land—he embraces all. This uni- 
versality forcibly demonstrated the fact that, 
living did age when “the actress” was 
yet undreamed reality, should have given 
woman such prominence his dramas. fact, 
the oftener one reads the tragedy Macbeth the 
stronger the conviction grows that the poet’s ul- 
terior writing the play was portray 
woman—call her Lady Macbeth what you will 
who all ages would considered modern. 

Although Shakespeare’s disregard for historical 
accuracy has become proverbial, will, doubt, 
heroine the tragedy investigate just what tradi- 
tion says concerning her namesake. Both history 
and fable—and somewhere between may include 
Holinshed’s “Chronicles Scottish 
speak her Gruach, the granddaughter King 
Kenneth, the fourth. Previous her alliance with 
Macbeth, she had been married Gilcomgain and 
had son named Lalach. grandfather, her 
former husband and her brother were all murdered. 
The “Chronicles”, source from which Shakespeare 
drew much his material, curiously enough speaks 
her being “very ambitious, burning un- 
quenchable desire beare the name queene.” 

have often tried form mental picture this 
indomitable little tigress, this incarnate will 
which nature dared attach body. fancy her 
slight, richly clad woman middle age, with 
small gray eyes which could gleam with mildness 
flash forth fire occasion called. Her lack 
natural beauty amply compensated for 
strange magnetic power, impelling force which 
commands our admiration withal there royalty 
nature and stately bearing which seem say, 
“My state queenly; for this was born into the 
world.” 

the case with all great individuals, there are 
abundant indications her dual personality. She 
Lady Macbeth, the queen; ambitious, determined, 
remorseless, deceptive, seemingly cruel and very re- 
sourceful; she Constance, the woman; loving 
her husband, tender hearted, yet sadly lacking 
that one quality which would have redeemed her, 
namely

has called “the ornament that crown which 
was the symbol the power she craved, that crown 
which was the result 

“That night’s great business......... 

Which should all her nights and days come 

Give solely sovereign sway and masterdom.” 
This pose, exceedingly well chosen, gives very 
true picture the woman “undaunted mettle”. 
the moment her climax. 


Coupled with this ambition she has strong, un- 
bending will. What she has determined she will see 


through all costs. Even the valiant Macbeth, 
“Bellona’s bridegroom”, who 
“With steel, 
Which smoked with bloody execution, 
Like valour’s minion carved out his passage 
Till faced the slave; 
Which ne’er shook hands nor bade farewell 


im 

Till unseam’d him from the nave the chaps, 

And fixed his head upon our battlements,” 
melts wax before its ardour and compelled 
act against his will, against his conscience. 
Even her latter moments when she reduced 
almost the state maniac there are still evi- 
dences the has light her, ’tis her 
command.” 

She not cruel nature but adoption. 
prays the demons unsex her: 

“Come, you spirits

direct cruelty! make thick blood;

Shake fell purpose. Come woman’s

What fallacy! show the degree her con- 
stancy she chooses the most sacred object 
mother’s love, which she emphatically says she has 
felt. However, not even this would prevent her from 
keeping her word—an argument favour her 
stability but not her cruelty. 

there one quality which more than the others 
elicits our admiration, her presence mind. 
almost impossible catch her off her guard. 
How delicately she disillusions the messenger who 
brings the “great tidings,” after she has betrayed her 
eagerness have Duncan “under her battlements.” 

“Mess. The king comes here tonight. 
Lady Thou art mad say it: 

not thy master with him? who, were’t so, 
Would have inform’d for preparation.” 


How wisely she gets rid the daggers, blotches 
the visages the sleeping grooms and devises the 
plan donning night attire when the knocking 
heard the “south entry”. How cleverly she shields 
her husband from revealing his guilt the banquet 
scene.

Constance who cannot the murder because 
“he resembles her father”. she who “has given 
suck” and who knows how tenderly mother loves 
her child. she who walks her sleep, who 
tries wash away the smell blood from her 
hands and who feels that “hell murky”. she 
who faints when Duncan’s murder discovered; 
not, sometimes said, craft, but reality. 
not monstrous think that she, whose sole object 
has ever been help her husband, should abandon 
him now the very crisis? the eve when she 
had bragged that 

“The sleeping and the dead 

Are but pictures; the eye childhood 

That fears painted devil,” 
had reproached her husband saying, “Infirm pur- 
pose! give the daggers,” and had actually carried 
them back and smeared with blood the sleeping 
grooms. She was then intoxicated the passion for 
power, determined reach her goal and stimulated 
that “which had made them drunk but made her 
bold.” Now the deed has been done, she has had 
time reflect and the reality dawns upon her. Had 
not her grandfather, her brother and her husband 
met with much the same fate, and does not Mac-

have often thought that these very qualities, 
intrinsically excellent, which have made the literary 
world accord with Malcolm styling her “friend- 
like queen”, had only been directed higher mo- 
tives what splendid king she would have made 
Macbeth.

Neither the queen nor 
Constance does she utter single word repentance 
refer higher world. merely the terrors 
the past that draw from her “sorely charged 
heart” that piteous cry, “All the perfumes Arabia 
will not sweeten this little hand. Oh.. Oh.. Oh!” 

Regarding the extent Lady Macbeth’s guilt 
there seems considerable diversity opinion. 
That she innocent Macbeth’s later crimes 
fairly obvious. With reference the murder 
Duncan, however, different. Let say that 
she did not invent the idea— 

“What beast was’t then, 

That made you break this enterprise 
but that she did suggest the means and the time. 
What wish establish that the murder the 
king Macbeth’s castle the night following the 
battle can only attributed Lady Macbeth. 


murdering Duncan his own castle and with 
his own hand Macbeth acted contrary his usual 
procedure. Did not kill Banquo assassins and 
something from the castle? Was not assassins 
that destroyed Macduff’s family? not 
attempted kidnap and kill Malcolm through the 
agency spies? Besides his innate sense hos- 
pitality naturally would, and even did, revolt against 
such act: 


“He’s here double trust; 
First his kinsman and his subject, 
Strong both against the deed, then, his host, 
Who should against the murderer shut the door, 
Not bear the knife myself.” 

When Macbeth breaks the news his wife that 
Duncan coming honor them, she tests him with 
the question, “And when goes hence?” ‘To which 
answers very frankly, “Tomorrow pur- 
poses,” showing that that moment had idea 
profiting the occasion the visit win the 
crown. However, she has determined otherwise, 
and, fiend-like, whispers his ear, never shall 
sun that morrow see.” Then she outlines the whole 
scheme before him; all she asks his consent— 
“You put this night’s great business into 
dispatch.” Knowing that her husband “too full 
the milk human kindness catch the nearest 
way”, she will the deed herself. Has she not 
prayed: 

“Come, thick night, 

And pall thee the dunnest smoke hell, 

That keen knife see not the wound makes 

Nor heaven peep through the blanket the night 

cry, ‘Hold, hold’”? 
Macbeth stupefied. “Is this further ‘superna- 
tural probably had thought get- 
ting rid Duncan but not soon. effort 
throw her off dryly remarks, “We will speak 
The approach the royal party forces 
the pair withdraw and from the casement they 
watch them coming. Here strange feeling takes 
possession her. She Constance for the moment 
when she beholds the approaching king the sem- 
blance her father.

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IV. WESTMINSTER PALACE. 


take our stand Waterloo Bridge, pre- 

ferably sunset when the sun condescends 
appear, and gaze the Thames the Houses 
Parliament. one the most wonderful 
sights the world. Behind us, across the bridge, 
wend two heavy streams traffic, and innumerable 
foot passengers jostle us, their conventional mumb- 
ling apology taking the invariable form “I’m sor- 
the river below tugs chortle and barges 
lumber along, the gasoline launches and humble row 
boats dart hither and yon; and through the smoke 
and the mist, infinitely enriched the glory 
the western sky, the parliamentary buildings loom 
dignity and grandeur. odd, even gro- 
tesque, but none the less solemn fact that ap- 
preciate their history must meditate upon the 
humble, antiquated talley-stick. 


And what talley-stick? Merely elm lath, 
deeply and unevenly notched, much boy might 
talley-sticks that for ages public accounts were kept 
England. They accumulated the thousands, 
and because them 1834 the old Palace West- 
minster was destroyed fire. Let listen 
Charles Dickens furnish the details famous 
Drury Lane speech: 


“In the reign George III inquiry was made 
some revolutionary spirit whether—pens, ink and 
paper, slates and pencils, being existence—this 
obstinate adherence obsolete custom ought 
continued, and whether change ought not 
effected. All the red tape the country grew 
redder the bare mention his bold and original 
conception, and took till 1826 get these sticks 
abolished. 1834 was found that there was 
considerable accumulation them; and the ques- 
tion then arose—what was done with such 
worn-out, rotten old bits wood? came pass 
that they were burnt stove the House 
Lords. The stove, overgorged with these prepos- 
terous sticks, set fire the the panelling 
set fire the House Lords; the House Lords 
set fire the House Commons; the two houses 
were reduced ashes; architects were called 
build others; and are now the second million 
the cost thereof; the national pig not nearly 
over the stile yet; and the old woman, Britannia, 
hasn’t got home tonight.” 


The new buildings cost three million pounds be- 
fore they replaced the early palace, which was 
widespread but huddled mass structures, some 
them dating from the time Edward the Con- 
fessor. Sir Charles Barry was the architect. 
was materially aided Augustus Welby Pugin, 
who was—what Barry was not—a gothic enthusiast 
indeed that enthusiasm had brought him into the 
Catholic Church 1834. The style gothic, with 
much attention detail and successful effort 
achieve massiveness and dignity. Unfortunately, 
the building material magnesian limestone 
which does not wear well the exacting London 
climate, that stonework repairs are almost con- 


tinually taking place. 


The interior faced with 
stone from Caen. 

The Houses Parliament occupy eight acres be- 
tween the Thames and Westminster Abbey, and 
contain 500 rooms and eighteen official residences. 
the river front, for nearly thousand feet, there 
runs broad terrace where good weather the 
fashion have tea. one the towers Big Ben 
keeps vigil and announces the hours rich and 
penetrating voice. Ben weighs thirteen and half 
tons. And the Victoria Tower, 365 feet high, the 
loftiest Gothic tower the world. 

The House Lords fine example the 
gothic architecture, very bright and suggestive 
luxury with its frescoes and stained glass and red 
upholstery—for the Lords sit 
padded red leather. the south end the 
throne the King, with that the Queen just 
one inch lower, for even here mere woman seems 
kept rather pointedly mind her ancillary 
station. Both seats are very richly inlaid and con- 
structed beautiful lines and have gorgeous 
canopy over them. All the same they don’t look 
any too comfortable. front the throne the 
famous “woolsack”, plain red ottoman, occupied 
the Lord Chancellor president the House 
Lords. 

The House Commons more subdued tone 
and decoration. The Speaker’s chair, though heavy 
with leather covered cushions, and probably more 
“sittable” than the seat royalty, very plain and 
ordinary indeed when compared with the throne 
the House Lords. And the Commons sit 
benches upholstered dark leather. The reporter’s 
gallery above and behind the Speaker’s chair. 

Naturally, established some 
tween the abode the English Parliament and 
that the American Congress Washington, The 
American site far superior, since really 
hill and the Capitol stands out well and dominates 
its surroundings. London the Houses Parlia- 
ment are low ground; but they are impressive 
when seen from across the river from Westmin- 
ster Bridge. Architecturally, think there can 
doubt the superiority the English buildings. 
They have air being finished and finished well 
and artistically. the actual legislative cham- 
bers, considered from practical point view, the 
superiority all the side the United States. 
Washington, both the Senate and the House, 
the members sit semi-circles front the pre- 
siding officer’s desk; and that desk, said 
passing, more exalted and more difficult ap- 
proach than the seat the Speaker Commons 
the throne the King himself. Here West- 
minster, both the Lords and the Commons, the 
members sit benches arranged lengthwise the 
room. And the House Commons, even though 
they utilize the side galleries, there are not enough 
seats for all the members. The American Senate 


method giving each Senator desk better than 
the simple bench the English Parliament. 
remember that the desks were for the most part 
changed for benches the House Representa- 
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tives about ten years ago, but that was due limi- 
tations space. 

One custom the House Commons strikes 
American antiquated, clumsy and little absurd. 
When vote taken—a division called— 
the members arise and file out the chamber 
through one door and through another; the 
“ayes” going out the right, the “noes” the 
left. They pass through what are known the 
Division Lobbies where tellers record the votes. One 
advantage this system may that after divi- 
sion member may remember which way voted. 

The central hall the palace, standing midway 
between the House Lords and the House 
Commons, rather impressive. octagonal 
shape, feet diameter and feet high. 
niches are statues the Plantagenet kings. The 
ceiling fine specimen inlay work. And right 
the middle, about the circular inlaid piece the 
floor, appear Latin the familiar words from Scrip- 
ture: “Unless the Lord keep the house, they labor 
vain that build it.” 

The oldest parts Westminster Palace, oldest 
because they escaped the fire 1834, are St. Ste- 
phen’s Crypt—also known the Church St. Ma- 
Undercroft—and Westminster Hall. The crypt, 
well preserved and admirably restored, sometimes 
used for baptisms. has had varied history. 
Above used stand St. Stephen’s Chapel, thir- 
teenth century structure which from the middle 
the sixteenth century until the middle the nine- 
teenth was the place where the House Commons 
sat. was here that Burke and Fox and Sheridan 
and Grattan and the rest them—several com- 
memorated statues—preserved the English mind 
from premature stagnation. The crypt Crom- 
well’s day was used stable. 

Westminster Hall one the very oldest build- 
ings England. was started William 
the eleventh century and was artistically finished 
Richard 1399. strange bit irony was 
this same hall and that same year that Richard 
stood when was forced resign the throne 
favor his cousin, Henry IV. Here for five 
centuries the highest court law held its sessions. 
Here Cromwell was installed Lord Protector. 
Here Charles was condemned death. Here was 
pronounced the doom many remarkable men in- 
cluding the Blessed Thomas More, Sir Thomas Wyatt and 
Guy Fawkes. Here Warren Hastings faced his opponents 
his celebrated impeachment trial. 

Westminster Hall still stands, massive and imposing; 
but its splendid wooden roof recently had com- 
pletely renovated, thanks the malign industry in- 
sect known the death watch beetle. This assiduous 
gentleman, aided and abetted his enthusiastic lady 
friends, bored holes the timbers, apparently tried 
work out crossword puzzles stout oaken beams, and 
taught his numerous babies carve out paths for them- 
selves the historic rafters. Drawings him and his 
family are carefully preserved the hall, and also some 
the wood which Mr. Beetle and family made into 
insect picnic ground. 

One thing almost forgot mention. There are plenty 
pictures, many them very fine ones, throughout the 
palace. But one wall what known the Prince’s 
Chamber, room leading into the House Lords, are 
full length portraits King Henry VIII and his five tan- 
dem wives. For other king entire wall required 
set forth the conjugal status. had anything 
with the decorations, should inscribe the title that Leo 


bestowed Henry, “Defender the Faith”, conspicu- 
ous letters above the six paintings.

HYMN SINGING. 
Rev. Jos. Kelly, Mus.D. 


official Catholic hymn book our separated brethren 
have. Non-Catholics going from one place another 
always hear the familiar hymns their particular denomi- 
nation when attending services Sunday. The hierarchy 
the Church have yet acted this matter Church 
discipline, and, result, have hundreds hymn- 
books, each claiming the very best. Therefore 
norm has established the selection proper 
hymn, suitable our holy services. The problem 
difficult one. Innumerable hymn books all kinds are 
the market, collections hymns made individuals 
and religious communities most which are nothing but 
repetitions one another. There very little any one 
hymn book that cannot found some the others, 
and very few them are complete enough answer all 
the demands our holy services. doubt, all them 
contain some hymns true musical worth and breathing 
genuine religious spirit. But alas, many them contain 
hymns that are positive disgrace, hymns that never should 
have seen the light day, much less heard within the 
precincts Holy Church. sentimental 
hymns, religious words set music secular charac- 
ter, sometimes the melody well-known secular 
song, are found most our hymn books. Even 
out respect long established usage, the tunes 
the old hymn books must some extent retained, 
surely something better might taught the rising 
generation. And there lack material choose 
from. Children learn easily, and there reason why 
they should continue sing what utterly inartistic 
and vulgar. have few good Catholic hymnals, but 
very few. might mention “The Westminster Hymnal” 
Doctor Terry London, England, and one our own 
country which has been compiled under the auspices the 
Society St. Gregory, called “The Saint Gregory Hym- 
nal”, both which works are and have been highly com- 
mended for their true musical worth, and complying 
every detail with the provisions the Motu Proprio 
Pius Church Music. investigate works this 
kind, means the elimination improper hymn books from 
our churches. 

Having dispatched the subject hymn books, the next 
question is, When may hymns the vernacular sung 
our services? The question often asked, Are hymns 
the vernacular ever allowed the Benediction the 
Blessed Sacrament? must distinguish between solemn 
liturgical offices the Church, such High Mass, 
Benediction, and merely devotional exercises. Among the 
devotional exercises the Exposition the Blessed 
Sacrament. ceremony the Benediction the 
Blessed Sacrament begins with the Tantum Ergo, and 
from that time until the blessing given with the Holy 
Holies, liturgical function and therefore for- 
bidden introduce hymns the vernacular that time. 
But hymns the vernacular may sung before the 
Tantum Ergo. The common opinion that the chanting 
the Salutaris iorms part Benediction without 
foundation. The Salutaris need not sung all, but 
English hymn may sung its place, the ceremony 
Benediction does not begin until the chanting the 
Tantum Ergo. Therefore, the only hymn required the 
Church for the ceremony Benediction the Tantum 
Ergo. The Salutaris, and the Laudate Dominum are 
libitum, and any other hymn the vernacular may 
sung their place. regard the solemn offices 
the Church, never allowed sing anything, but 
the Latin language, the language the liturgy, for these 
offices, the part that the choir takes forms integral 
part the service with the priest. the other hand, 
the devotional exercises the Church, the Sacred Con- 
gregation Rites, the law making power the Church, 
has not only not condemned, but has positively approved 
the chanting hymns the vernacular, provided the 
hymns religiously appropriate. Therefore hymns the 
vernacular may sung low masses, evening devotions, 
the Exposition the Blessed Sacrament, but never 
High Mass any part High Mass, any strictly 
rubrical service the Church. The practice singing 
hymn the vernacular the Offertory the High 
Mass cannot too severely condemned, for against 
the expressed law the Church.

AST fall Miss Collins, who charge the health 

work the County public schools, made the offer 
visit our schools and give talks health. 
silver “loving cup” was donated Mr. Murphy, 
architect Louisville, and was awarded May 
the Parochial school that would have the best health rec- 
ord for February, March and April.

ate some cereal bread, green (watery) vegetable 

and fruit, but ate candy nor “sweets” unless the 

end meal. 

tried sit and stand straight. played out-doors 
with windows open more than thirty minutes. 

was bed eleven hours last night, windows open. 

had complete bath and rubbed myself dry each 
day the week checked. (X). 

some the schools the end each week the 
credits were counted and the child having the largest 
number marked was given prize. The highest number 
health chores that child can have 72. They were 
graded basis chores equal 100 per cent; equal 
per cent, etc. Each month report was sent Miss 
Collins from each Parochial school the City taking 
part the contest and she notified the schools 
which one was leader for the month. This method un- 
doubtedly created enthusiasm the part the pupils. 

The Crusader’s Creed was learned and recited each morn- 
ing after the health cards were marked. Here is. 
believe Country and the good citizenship its 
people.

This poem was also recited daily:

Let’s fight for health and happiness, 

And each trusty blade 

write the glorious motto, Health, 

Hurrah for our Crusade! 

Child Welfare Ass’n. 

The children were encouraged weigh themselves and 
the weights were compared with the numbers their 
chore cards the standard weights for height and age. 
The weighing took place every four weeks, and those who 
had been under weight first, but now showed improve- 
ment, were praised and encouraged continue the work. 
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One little girl, though, naively answered when asked why 
she did not practice the health rules, fat enough 
without doing all those things.” few instances the 
parents did not approve the “Crusade”, and naturally 
the children did not follow any the directions given. 


The Chore Folder used was the one issued the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association, 370 Seventh Avenue, New 
York City, and the cards were marked for each 
chore performed. For instance the teeth were brushed 
twice day they were marked only once, the mark 
was just half. One day the chores were being marked 
and the Sister walked down the room she saw boy 
mark (half) after this chore: took bath each day”. 
further encourage the children follow the instruc- 
tions concerning health, the teachers the different 
schools made Health Posters designed like those prepared 
the New England Dairy and Food Council, Cornhill, 
Boston, and hung them their class rooms. One very 
attractive one had large milk bottle the centre and 
the tea and coffee pots were “on the run,” chased 
steaming chocolate pot. Two healthy looking chiidren sat 
table enjoying cereal, toast, fruit and milk. Below 
was this motto: “Away with tea and coffee. Drink four 
glasses milk daily and plenty water between meals.” 
The entire poster was divided into sections, each 
which was appropriate quotation statement pro- 
duce greater effect. These were read aloud and explained 
the children; that the youngest could comprehend 
what all meant. All the posters used were designed 
give concrete examples the benefit derived from fol- 
lowing exactly the health rules. Much ingenuity was dis- 
played the different Sisters the designing and all the 
posters were quite attractive. One that seemed 
especially pleasing both boys and girls was repre- 
sentation outdoor scene where children all sizes 
were enjoying various healthful games and sports while 
receiving benefit from both fresh air and sunshine. 


some schools, each morning before marking the 
chore card, the children’s hands, nails, etc., were examined, 
and those found “up the mark” were highly praised, 
but nothing was said the others. This method was ef- 
fective, and soon all came minus the “black piping” under 
the finger nails. This examination, together with the in- 
structions cleanliness, etc., was found helpful 
the children many ways. Soon not only their personal 
appearance improved, but they kept more orderly desks, 
their books received much better care, and they took 
pride being neat and having everything around them 
good condition. Some covered their books with oil cloth 
and gave them, frequently, regular cleaning. One little 
girl ran her teacher one morning and said: “Sister, 
look, gave ruler bath, ain’t got Germans 
now, has it?” good Sister realized that some 
her instructions concerning germs had not been absorbed, 
least one pupil. 

One the schools reported that the beginning only 
few the girls seemed interested; but when the boys 
were “pitted” against the girls, the rooms began have 
different appearance, for all the girls began try, and 
the boys were determined win the prize offered 
them they equalled the girls neatness appearance 
and belongings, they too were eager carry out all the 
health suggestions; consequently this school soon became 
transformed. Other schools reported “no marked im- 
provement”, because the use the chore cards. The 
different results the schools may explained the 
difference the home conditions. Naturally when the 
children came from homes where they were well taken 
care far personal appearance was concerned, 
great improvement was needed. But seems the 
unanimous opinion that all were benefited the instruc- 
tion given concerning health and foods. Especial benefit 
seems have been derived from the lessons foods, 
the majority the children knew nothing the “Vita- 
minies” necessary for growth and health and where they 
were found, and when they learned about them, 
naturally they spoke home, and many cases bet- 
ter balanced meals were the result. This applied particu- 
larly the richer class children, who had been indulg- 
ing too freely pastry, pickles and sweets.

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THE TEACHING RELIGION 
The Imagination Teaching Religion. 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph.D. 

HERE all the difference the world between 

truth that has been merely intellectually apprehended 
and one that has been The former possesses 
but slight and precarious hold the individual. 
quickly fades from the mind and can easily dislodged 
some stronger impression. The latter, the con- 
trary, takes firm grip the mind and will not permit 
itself eclipsed obliterated. has become inter- 
woven with the very texture our being and incorporated 
with the warp and woof our mental life. the sun 
after has dropped below the horizon leaves behind 
beautiful afterglow, truth this nature continues 
illumine and color the mind though may have sunk 
below the threshold consciousness. Moments which 
have experienced great truths are supreme value 
our lives. They enrich beyond any earthly treasure. 
They have permanently uplifting influence. Nothing 
can rob them. They are truly ours, because they 
have become part and parcel our very selves. 

the ambition every zealous religious teacher 
help the child towards such experiences. When in- 
dividual after school life discards religion, may laid 
down general rule that has never truly experienced 
the meaning religion. has never felt thrill his 
soul nor ever felt tug his heartstring. has never 
caught its beautiful radiance. has never been more 
him than matter academic assent. His whole being 
has not reacted it. That the secret the loss 
faith. quite plain that the teacher wishes fore- 
stall such awful contingency. must make sure 
that the child will not through its religious training 
without profound and strong religious experiences. 

this juncture that the imagination steps in. 
truth can touch the deeper layers our being unless 
passes through the imagination. Both the emotions and 
the will are stirred into activity the imagination. The 
abstract truth touches only the periphery the mind. 
incapable reaching the heart. Abstract truth may 
all right and adequate for pure spirits; insuf- 
ficient for men. truth can only experienced 
vital manner has succeeded kindling the imagina- 
tion. Success religious teaching, therefore, very 
large extent depends the proper use the imagina- 
tion. Unfortunately, religious teaching the intellect 
overemphasized the detriment the imagination. 
Some would regard derogatory religious truth 
translate into the language the imagination. These 
are unconsciously tainted exaggerated spirtualism. 
They forget the real constitution man. well 
enough stress the spiritual side human nature and 
assign reason the primary rank; but will not 
lose sight the fact that man also sentient being that 
depends very much, indeed, sense 
quote very illuminating paragraph from the Rev. Bro- 
ther Hanrahan, M.A.: “The senses are the gate- 
ways knowledge. only through them the mind 
obtains the material from which elaborates the highest 
products thought. Nature stresses this truth, for 
first the child interested the things the sense, and 
much later that can comparison and abstrac- 
tion arrive general abstract notions. Unfortunately 
there has been strong tendency the schools teach 
words, definitions and rules before the pupils have gained 
sufficient knowledge the objects and experiences 
life that give meaning these abstractions. The power 
repeat verbal forms has been taken sufficient guar- 
antee that the children grasped the ideas these forms 
expressed, Teachers failed realize what Kant la- 
conically stated: ‘General notions (concepts) without 
sense percepts are (The Teaching Catechism, 
The Australasian Catholic Record, July, 1924). This 
due the neglect the imagination. The spiritualistic 
character our psychology may lead sometimes 
disparage and belittle the sentient faculties. For such 
attitude there warrant. may convinced 
the superiority the spiritual faculties without denying 
the lower sentient faculties the place that rightfully 
belongs them. Extreme spiritualism and idealism has 
never served any useful purpose. pedagogy de- 
cidedly harmful, since frustrates the very ends teach- 
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The Lord made abundant use the imagination. Few 
abstract statements have come from His divine lips. 
does not fear that His heavenly message will suffer 
couched highly imaginative, sometimes exceedingly 
homely, language. ideas are celestial origin, but 
their expression smacks the earth. Well, only 
truly earthly language that man able understand. 
Local color gives reality and vividness ideas, and thus 
the Lord’s discourses abound with local and personal 
allusions, Let give example the Lord’s teaching. 
Here the abstract truth intends convey: There 
Divine Providence that overrules the affairs men. 
The statement clear; but tame, cold, lifeless and 
colorless. does not register sufficiently the mind 
become the occasion real experience. Translate 
into the language the imagination and you will once 
notice the difference. “Consider the lilies the field, 
how they grow. They labor not, neither they spin; 
and yet say you that not even Solomon all his 
glory was arrayed one them. Now God clothe 
the grass the field which today and tomorrow not, 
how more you, little faith!” This, indeed, 
looks like new truth. the latter instance the truth 
visualized. has assumed overwhelming objectivity. 
has become real, tangible, visible. enters into the 
soul many knocks the heart and de- 
mands entrance. And all this because the imagination 
has been called into play. The imagination has the power 
make the far seem near, give the shadow con- 
crete and sharp outline, render the absent present, 
make the unreal real. This power goes far that can 
give the illusion reality where there reality. Cer- 
tainly, this marvelous power the imagination was in- 
tended exploited. has too often been used for 
evil purposes. should used for good. The distrust 
the imagination which has been instilled into 
some ascetical writers must not prejudice against its 
legitimate uses. recent book psychology this 
rather maligned faculty receives fuller recognition than 
usually the case. Father John Pyne, S.J., the author 
the book question, writes: “The imagination plays 
great part the life the individual. His hopes and 
fears and loves are largely influenced his imagination. 
the normal person the imagination does little harm, 
but very much good. the imagination, forming sen- 
suous images illustrate the abstract ideas the in- 
tellect, with which co-operates, that enables un- 
derstand easily and clearly....The teacher constantly 
making use the imagination his students enable 
them grasp abstract ideas. And unless the teacher can 
evoke the appropriate will have difficulty 
communicating his pupils the ideas which wishes 
impart. Assuming the necessary qualifications other 
respects, the teacher who can arouse the imagination 
stories comparisons, who attains eminence 
the classroom. The students easily grasp, and tenacious- 
hold, the universal truths that are associated their 
minds with vivid phantasms.” (The Mind, New York, 
Benziger Brothers.) Through the imagination the most 
abstract truths religion can made real for the indi- 
vidual and thus become the source genuine religious 
experience. Imagination accordingly must conceded 
foremost place religious instruction. The abundant use 
which the mystics make the imagination describing 
their religious experiences confirms this view. However, 
considering the fact that have for this contention 
less authority than the practice our Lord Himself, 
need further confirmation. Our religious teaching 
will immensely benefited utilize fuller way 
and greater advantage the tremendous possibilities 
which the imagination affords.

Resolved: that accordingly all encouragement at- 
tendance Catholics non-Catholic colleges and uni- 
versities, discountenanced, nor the fact that provi- 
sion made for the safeguarding the faith and morals 
students presumably necessary attendance such 
Church’s policy and tradition the matter higher edu- 
cation used means diverting Catholic students 
and Catholic resources from our Catholic colleges and 
universities such institutions. 

Resolved: that for the promotion and development 
Catholic higher education our colleges and universities en- 
deavor always attain and maintain the best intellec- 
tual and scholastic well religious standards, and our 
laity means urged make our Catholic colleges 
and universities the beneficiaries their generosity, and 
our Catholic students and their parents opportunely 
instructed the spirit and law the Church, regarding 
education divorced from religion and morality, and at- 
tendance non-Catholic colleges.

The August Bulletin the Catholic Educational Asso- 
ciation devoted the work the Commission 
Standardization the Department Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools.

The Commis- 
sion would much rather accredit a college than refuse. In many cases 
refusing to place an institution upon the accredited list is a greater act 
kindness than granting admittance, because thereby the trustees 
and officers such institution are spurred greater effort bring 
the highest standards.”

get the largest amount good out such 
method, the students must taught the value 
concentration. indifference prevent con- 
centration. Dictionaries and reference books must 
used and attempt made bring the writer 
and the reader into coincident thought, thereby 
stimulating intelligence and alertness. 
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The problem the English teacher meet the 
demands made the expanding minds the stu- 
dents. Their foundation step was master the me- 
chanics letter and word and sentence, but with 
their advancing years, the problem became more 
complicated, until now high school the selections 
reveal greater complexity phrasing and greater 
maturity thought and emotion. With this ad- 
vance, the vocabulary and the style have kept pace. 
All the teacher’s tact and ingenuity must brought 
into play secure such literary productions 
will stimulate wholesome growth and still keep 
the writer and the pupil within the realm com- 
mon understanding and common sympathy.

Catholic high school education has been felt its 
heavy cost only few parts the American 
Church. None wants our high schools 
less furnished than those other systems; surely 
want have the attraction the place lure our 
boys and girls into our care; assuredly the course 
studies must keep pace with what done else- 
where. Despite the sacrifices made for secondary 
education the religious communities, the bills 
will large and payment must made. The best 
policy financing calls for diocese give the 
communities every penny that their prudent wants 
demand, leaving behind field contribution 
the cause which the poverty the religious life 
alone can afford. the light this policy 
that $40 $50 has been set down the acceptable 
per capita charge Catholic high school education. 
This figure fair the communities; gives the 
high school every certainly fair the 
Catholic public who pay taxation such high cost 
for secondary education under the State control. 

All that has been said rests upon the assumption 
that Catholic diocesan high schools should free. 
This point questioned many. Its best expo- 
nents are the priests working parish labors. They 
know the people. They appreciate the high cost 
family living. They sense better than others the 
pride which goes with honest poverty. The pay high 
school wears forbidding mien for many Catholics. 
not that they are miserly, but they are poor. 
religion the foundation-stone all Catholic 
education including secondary, then land 
democracy where people willingly bow their heads 
beneath mounting educational costs that education, 
elementary and secondary, may given all, the 
Church canot afford anything else than 
make the diocesan high schools free for the student- 
body. The bills can better met through the 
parishes. our proudest privilege announce 
the readiness the American pastors the East 
gather the money which will make possible the 
erection and the maintenance free Catholic high 
schools. survey the clergy, made the Dio- 
cese Brooklyn, not one pastor voted favor 
any charge for the education the boys and girls 
the diocesan high schools. They were one 
holding that such institutes should entirely free, 
free tuition and free books and laboratory fees. 
They pledged their parishes foot the bills. 

The door should not shut upon the hope 
arousing the generosity our Catholics wealth 
behalf Catholic secondary education.

deeds this regard. The calls for pa- 
tience. does irritate that Catholic wills are writ- 
ten for the disposal large estates without any 
mention Catholic education. seems not proper 
that Catholic men and women means should take 
unto themselves the limelight Catholic prestige 
and stand aside with scanty assistance, the mid- 
and the poor Catholics are struggling the 
furtherance financing Catholic education. But 
there reason for hope the circumstance that 
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was years before Catholic wealth became interested 
the endowment Catholic churches the 
benefiting Catholic homes and hospitals. When 
our high schools have written their story 
civic and religious good over the careers the 
yearly output graduates, better disposition may 
come through Heaven upon our people means 
and they may desire inscribe the memory 
departed parent their own name upon work 
education, character-building and religious forma- 
tion which nobler before God than cemetery 
monuments the checkered careers ill-fortuned 
children their own flesh and blood.

Penance sacrament the New Law instituted 
Christ, which sins committed after baptism are forgiven 
through the priest’s absolution, those who with true 


sorrow confess their sins and promise satisfy for the 
same. 


MATTER THE SACRAMENT PENANCE 

Remote Matter.—The sins the penitent. 

Proximate Matter.—The acts the penitent, contrition, 
confession, satisfaction are the proximate matter. 


FORM THE SACRAMENT PENANCE 
The form consists the words absolution pronounced 
the priest: absolve from thee thy sins the name 

the Father, and the Son, and the Holy Ghost.”

Second.—Sins, mortal venial, that have ALREADY 
been absolved, likewise constitute SUFFICIENT matter 
because can still have contrition for them and although 
the absolution given does not destroy the sins, which are 
already forgiven former absolution, yet produces 
other effects such increase sanctifying grace, and 
remission punishment due these sins. 


VENIAL SIN 


The derivation the word VENIAL comes from the 
Latin word “venia”, meaning “pardon”, and venial sins are 
called, because they are more easily pardoned than mor- 
tal sin. But must remember that all sin offends God, 
and entails punishment either this life purgatory, 
and reflect the sufferings the Holy Souls 
shall better realize how infinitely just God looks 
venial sin.

DERIVATION AND DEFINITION CONTRITION 


The word “contrition” derived from the Latin “con- 
terere-contritum’, “to break, crush”. The Council 
Trent declares: “contrition, which holds the FIRST place 
among the acts the penitent. sorrow heart and 
detestation sin committed, with the resolve sin 
more.” This council also distinguishes PERFECT contri- 
tion contrition, which called ATTRI- 
TION. WITHOUT SORROW for sin sin can 
forgiven.

THE TEACHER LATIN AND HIS KNOWL- 
EDGE THE SUBJECT. 
Prof. Roy Deferrari, M.A., Ph.D. 


Editor’s Note: Deferrari proposes treat suc- 
cessive numbers the The Catholic School Journal gen- 
eral subjects vital importance the teacher Latin, 
well more special topics dealing with class-room pro- 
cedure. These articles will supply information which has 
been specially called for teaching Sisters. 


ROFESSOR Charles Bennett* once said: 

teaching not the application method, but 
Quintilian reminds us, constant adaptation 
the problem momentarily hand. The two es- 
sentials the teacher are knowledge his sub- 
ject and skill momentary wis- 
dom these words becomes more and more im- 
pressive as, year and year out, meet teachers 
Latin, both religious and lay, who. although well 
informed the recommendations the “Classical 
Report” and other modern trends the methodo- 
logy teaching, are not successful teaching 
Latin. needed “Classical Investigation” 


make realize that, and large, the teachers 


Latin are not attaining with their pupils the essen- 
tial objectives Latin study, particularly the abil- 
ity read Latin Latin. With all due regard 
for such factors the crowded curriculum, the 
change the mind the American youth, and the 
distractions modern American life, all which 
are contributory the present state affairs, 
believe that the chief cause the teacher’s lack 
proper knowledge Latin, the subject which 
proposes teach. 

has been and still quite frequent with profes- 
sors education find fault both with the place 
that Latin and Greek hold our modern educational 
system, and the methods employed teaching these 
languages. The latter they blame the main rea- 
son for the Latin teacher’s failure attain “proper 
objectives.” for Greek our schools, with few 
exceptions has gone the way its fate non- 
Catholic schools. almost extinct. criticiz- 
ing the methods our teachers Latin, critics 
have failed note the change class-room proced- 
ure that has recently come over the teacher Latin. 
now most prominent such modern pedagog- 
ical studies will enable him reach the so-called 
“proper objectives.” But, from intimate association 
with two large examining bodies, feel inclined 
believe that there existing decline the effi- 
ciency Latin teaching; and this decline has come 
upon within the last two three years, and 
moreover, due the failure the part the 
Latin teacher procure the first Professor Ben- 
nett’s essentials, knowledge his subject.” 

Latin difficult language know well, and 
consequently, teach well, because the farthest

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removed from our native tongue all the languages 
ordinarily taught high school. Yet sudden in- 
crease the demand for high school Latin teachers, 
together with the general tendency consider Latin 
level with modern languages the require- 
ments degree, has produced large group 
Latin teachers who have little more information 
their subject than included within the limits 
the courses they are obliged teach. The result 
obvious; besides being unable organize the 
material, the presentation which must subject 
“momentary adaptation,” they must perforce lack 
proper appreciation their subject, and fail 
enjoy that enthusiasm which can arise the work 
those teachers only who are keenly aware the 
value the knowledge which they are trying 
impart. 


However, must not condemn such teachers 
Latin, who force circumstances are making 
the best difficult situation. But making the 
best the situation entails strenuous effort 
obtain what lacking one’s personal equipment. 
Summer schools, extension courses, and courses 
correspondence are the usual means the teacher’s 
disposal, 


Courses the teaching Latin are good, but 
best after the proper training has been received 
the language itself. Instruction Latin composi- 
tion always beneficial. fact the writing 
sentence two Latin every day, Cardinal 
Newman reputed have done, highly rec- 
ommended not only for one’s knowledge Latin 
but for fluency English. efficient course 
historical Latin grammar the only sound basis 
for accurate treatment English derivatives, 
feature elementary courses Latin which has 
been recommended strongly late. Such 
courses, unfortunately, are available only our 
larger institutions, but are very essential neverthe- 
less. knowledge the life and 
Rome its various phases acquired through 
courses the literature, literary and political his- 
tory, and Roman life and archaeology. This work 
may well supplemented wide private reading 
both the texts the original language and 
modern works. Moreover, the proper courses are 
not available, the teacher can much through pri- 
vate initiative, direction for the same being 
obtainable from the “Service Bureau for Classical 
Teachers” conducted Miss Sabin Teachers’ 
College, Columbia, Y., from the Latin depart- 
ment any our larger seats learning. Con- 
sistent private reading the Latin authors, 
only paragraph day, will eventually develop 
facility reading Latin which will enable the 
reader realize for the first time that when 
speak Latin literature speak the same 
sense speak English, French, German, 
any other literature. 


Some knowledge Greek truly essential for 
teacher Latin. This topic that itself might 
expanded great length, but suffice for the 
present say that Miss Sabin, the “Service 
Bureau” mentioned above, has made possible for 
the Latin teacher obtain least start his 
study Greek, through the publication series 
pamphlets called “Little Studies Greek.” 
some, trip Europe, visiting places special 
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interest the classicist, attendance either the 
American School Athens the American School 
Rome, both, also stimulating. While ex- 
tremely beneficial and desirable, not essential. 
Close application study the language and 
literature the essential work. 

And conclusion may say: the training 
Latin ordinarily received our college graduates 
today not sufficient for the successful teaching 
Latin our high schools. Additional special work, 
preferably course for the M.A. Latin 
institution which member the American Asso- 
ciation Universities the best way out the 
Failing this, private study indicated 
above necessary. The all important thing for the 
salvation Latin our school system for the 
teacher prepare herself adequately for her work. 
More and more college and university teachers 
realize that they cannot describe detail the course 
Latin which should followed preparation 
for entering college classes. Least all, are they 
able lay down the method instruction 
followed attaining the ends which they pro- 
fessedly aim. The most they can describe 
the attainments Latin which the student entering 
college should have. All else rests with the teacher 
the preparatory school.** But the preparatory 
school teacher has more knowledge Latin than 
appears the case with many today, wholly 
unable cope with the situation. does not 
possess the material upon which execute his 
skill momentary adaptation.

gathering normal school 
and teachers’ college librarians, last 
winter, one the speakers advanced 
the suggestion that the time has gone 
for classifying books suitable for 
young persons “juveniles”, imply- 
ing literature distinct type. The 
underlying characteristic the best 
books usually referred that cate- 
gory their simplicity. sub- 
jects treated, they offer wide variety, 
but whatever the theme present- 
with lucidity language and 
directness method that are suited 
readers generally who are interest- 
their subjects—the adult may 
profit from their perusal well 
the child. 

library “juvenile literature” 
called would complete without 
“Aesop’s Fables” and “Robinson Cru- 
soe” and “Gulliver’s Travels” and 
Arabian Nights”, all which 
classics were written not for children, 
but for men and women. the pro- 
portion men and women among 
their readers small the present 
time, the reason likely that 
the men and women today became 
familiar with them when they were 
young. 

homes possessing well selected 
libraries, not bad thing per- 
mit younger members the family 
with taste for reading browse 
among the books discretion. Mau- 
rice Francis Egan enjoyed this priv- 
ilege.

The idea special literature for 
children seems have arisen toward 
the close the Eighteenth century, 
and was exemplified first such 
writings the “Sanford and Merton” 
Thomas Day England and “Tales 
France. the Nineteenth century 
made fortunes for authors and pub- 
lishers innumerable, the United 
States well all the countries 
Europe. Maria Edgeworth and 
Hans Christian Anderson and the 
brothers Grimm will long remem- 
bered for memorable work 
field. Sir Walter Scott entered 
when wrote “Tales Grand- 
Nathanial Hawthorne won 
his earliest success with stories from 
American history and narratives 
Greek heroes which might have been 
suggested this work Scott. Later 
the genius Louisa May Alcott was 
content expend itself the creation 
“juvenile fiction”. Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich never wrote anything prose 
more promising long life than his 
“Story Bad Boy”. Who shall 
say that the best juvenile literature, 
frankly put forth such, has not 
afforded delight readers among the 
old well boys and girls? 
Wholesome maturity rarely loses sym- 
pathy with the perplexities and ad- 
ventures youth. 

Banalities and puerilities have been 
foisted upon the world the name 
“juvenile literature”, but spurious 
output will detected betimes 
parents who make practice look- 
ing over advance the books which 
they purpose put into the hands 
their children. 

Under contemporaneous conditions 
home libraries are fewer than they 
were before the fashion living 
apartments came into vogue. For this 
and other reasons the responsibility 
supervising children’s reading rests 
largely upon librarians 
the present time. Experience has 
them there more effica- 
cious way guarding the young 
against pernicious reading than pro- 
viding them with access good read- 
ing. Co-ordinating the reading which 
done pupils their homes with 
studies they are pursuing school 
goes far toward broadening the educa- 
tion many who are destined re- 
ceive formal education after fin- 
ishing the grades. The boy girl 
who has formed taste for good read- 
ing may trusted “carry on” 
intellectual life after leaving school, 
and instances are numerous which 
individuals this class possess the 
age forty cultivation superior 
that those who attended college but 
frittered away their time. 


Formidable Assault. 


article Frederick Bonser, 
Professor Education Columbia 
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University, which has been published 
educational magazines, 
maintains that nearly everything 
value which claimed for the platoon 
plan elementary school organiza- 
tion may attained schools having 
other plans organization, and that 
the platoon plan cannot adopted 
without violation some the basal 
principles education, psychology 
and teaching.

Glaring de- 
fects the platoon plan, sum- 
marizes follows:

sible realization any way that 
adequate natural. 

The departmentalization 
need make the prompt shifting 
classes, required the machine-like 
exactness the programme intervals, 
subordinate the needs the children 
and teachers the administration 
the scheme. 

the plan departmentalization, 
teachers subjects other than the 
tool subjects are often required 
meet cannot say teach) from six 
hundred thousand different chil- 
dren each week. This violates every 
modern conception the personal re- 
lationships which believe should 
exist between teachers and pupils, and 
tends reduce the work the most 
mechanical routine. 

The so-called “fifty-fifty” division 
time between the tool subjects and 
the “activities” artificial and quite 
without consideration relative val- 
ues. With number different teach- 
ers all making demands upon children 
too young appreciate relative val- 
ues, there real danger the ex- 
ploitation pupils. The best efforts 
teachers co-ordinate the assign- 
ments from day day cannot fully 
eliminate this difficulty. 

The one great claim for the platoon 
system which Professor Bonser does 
not assail seems its economy 
cost. There opportunity for 
logical extremists remark that 
entirely doing away with schools the 
problem cost would eliminated

tact with children large numbers 
must interested more less the 
subject juvenile delinquency, the 
extent which the present time 
compared with times the past 
many other matters concerning 
which differences opinion exist, the 
facts cannot determined beyond 
question without reference statis- 
tics, and reliable statistics are diffi- 
cult obtain, 

were true, sometimes con- 
fidently asserted, that the young peo- 
ple today are more prone wick- 


edness than were those earlier gen- 
erations, teachers would have reason 
for dread, for young folks the ris- 
ing generation constitute the raw ma- 
terial with which they have deal. 
There have been chiefs police and 
other persons claiming speak with 
authority such subjects who have 
attributed the rising generation re- 
sponsibility for the wave crime that 
swept over the country the years 
immediately succeeding the World 
War. Commentators press and 
pulpit many instances have accepted 
the conclusion and made the basis 
tirades against the young. Must 
parents and teachers and friends 
humanity regard the future with de- 
spair? 

Not Miss Grace Abbott’s report 
chief the Children’s Bureau 
the United States Department La- 
bor accorded the degree con- 
sideration which seems deserve. 
This report based statistics—the 
only 
reliable statistics the subject which 
exist. These are gathered from the 
returns the Census Bureau since 
1880 and the records juvenile courts 
fourteen American cities covering 
period something like ten years. 
These statistics are not complete, but 
the only reliable data the sub- 
ject, they must command confidence 
which loose assumptions, matter 
how emphatically advanced, will not 
inspire thoughtful minds. 

The inescapable deduction from the 
data referred that the delinquen- 
rate for the younger element 
the population declining—that the 
percentage individuals between the 
ages and confined penal 
institutions lower now than was 
the earlier years included the re- 
view. Since 1904, the statistics show, 
there has been increase the per- 
centage the prison population be- 
tween the ages and 24, for 
the age group between and 34, and 
the percentages are lower for recent 
years than for the years 1880 and 1890. 
The larger percentage committ- 
ments present compared with 
earlier years contributed per- 
sons between the ages and 44. 
There was tendency toward higher 
rates during the war years, 1918 and 
1919, and there have been some fluc- 
tuations from year year, but these 
circumstances are regarded 
significant.

Abbott asserts: state- 
ments regarding increase juvenile 
crime not have basis fact.” 
She goes on, however, admit that 
new conditions have arisen, under 
which juvenile delinquency appears 
forms that were previously unknown, 
and she wisely adds: “We must keep 
with them they develop and 
intelligently deal with new behavior 
problems they rise trouble us.”
